Butif his death was lamented in London, it was 
much more so in America. ‘* No sooner,’’ says 
Crosby, ‘‘ did the death of this worthy pious gentle- 
man reach the distant churches in New England, 
but from the highest to the lowest they seemed af- 
fected with the sense of the greatness of their loss, 
by the death of this their most generous and noble 
patron of learning and religion.” 

The Rev. Benjamin Coleman, pastor of a charch 
in Boston, his intimate friend and correspondent, 
preached a sermon on the occasion of the death of 
Mr. Hollis, before his Excellency the Governor 
and the General Court, April1, 1731. The thanks 
of the council were next day voted to Mr. Coleman, 
for his sermon ‘‘ on the occasion of the death of 
Thomas Hollis, Esq. of London, who has merited 
highly of this government and people, by his liberal | 
benefactions to Harvard College, for the promoting 
of learning and religion in this province ; and that 
they desire a copy of the said sermon for the press.” 

In this vote the House of Representatives con- 
curred April 2, 1731, and also the Governor, Jon- 
athan Belcher, Esq. The sermon was accordingly 
published with the title of “ The Friend of Christ 
and his People,” and dedicated, ‘* To his Excellen- 
cy Jonathan Belcher, Esq. Captain General, and 
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among the disciples of Jesus, and was rebuked by 
him, even in John himself, that apostle of love and 
charity afterward, who once said to Christ in a fret 
of zeal, Master, we saw one casting out devils in th 
name, and he followeth not us, and we forbade him, 
because he followeth not us.

On the custom of drinking ardent spirits at funer- 
als.—\|ntemperance is a vice 0 common, so degra- 
ding, and so frequently the source of great evils that 
it has often excited the heaviest censures, and the 
deepest sorrow of the observing moralist. But al- 
though moral writers have exercised their pens upon 
this subject, and Lave exposedthis monster vice in 
all its deformity, yet they have rarely traced the 
evil up to its sources, and have generally neglected 
to point out any of the various habits of common life 
from which it almost invariably takes its rise. One 
of these habits, that of drinking ardent spirits at fu- 
nerals, seems to be objectionable on account of its 
immediate, as well as its remote tendency. Accor- 
ding to Dr. Belknap, the practice, or as he terms it. 
‘the custom of giving drams at funerals,’’ was in 
his time less common than it had been, andin some 
places it had fallen into disuse.”’ 

This observation, however true it might at that 
time have been of ‘‘ some places,’ would, it is be- 
lieved, be exceedingly inapplicable to the present 
practice of the people of this state. In this and the 
neighbouring towns at least,the custom of drinking at 
funerals is as common andjapparently as indispensa- 
ble asthe funerals themselves. And yet notwith- 
standing the universality of this practice, its utter

When the deceased is an infant or asmall child 
the children who serve as bearers are generally 
placed in a room by themselves with spiritous liquors 
before them, of which they are allowed to partake 
as freely and frequently as they please. And they 
have been known to repeat the “ baneful dose” (as 
Dr. Belknap terms it) till it has become most evi- 
dent, that more had been taken than was necessa- 
ry. A circumstance that places that practice in a 
still more odious light is, that the same excess has 
been but too frequently witnessed in persons who 
had arrived at manhood. Nor have such flagrant 
violations of decency occurred so seldom as may be 
supposed. ‘They have been observed by the wri- 
ter himself, and he nas heard of them through the 
medium of others. But it may be said that these 
instances are only occasional. To this it may 
replied, the evil resulting from these occasional ex- 
cesses is not counterbalanced by any good conse- 
quences that arise from this habit. 

Perhaps the weightiest objection to the practice 
of drinking at funerals, is that it banishes those seri- 
ous feelings that would naturally occur to one on 
such anoccasion. The burial of a fellow mortal is 
certainly a solemn transaction.
